Tho Week's Doings In the Dominion Pari lament 
—Now .Members Debuttlng- -The Chinese 
Bill- Bank of B.O.— FortlfloatioitB of the

[From our Own Correspondent.] 
Ort'AWA, April 23. — The wook's doings 
in parliament have undoubtedly shown tlio 
number of able men who irmko their ap- 
pearance in our legislative Italia this Hus- 
sion for the lirst timo. On Wednesday 
Mr. Mills sprang a motion on the houso, 
ordering tbu clerk of tlio crown in chan- 
cery to appear at the table of the houso 
with all tho papers bearing on tho recent 
oloctions. Mr. Pope, the gentleman re- 
ferred to, 1 may explain, lias to do with 
the issuing of the election writs and gen- 
erally supervises tho returning officers. 
When the latter send in their returns it 
becomes the duty of Mr. Popofco have the 
names of members declared elected an- 
nounced in the Canada Gazette. By law 
this process of gazetting completes the 
election. If it should afterwards lie de- 
sired to enter a protest against any mem- 
ber his opponents have thirty days in 
which tc do it after the Gazette notice has 
appealed.

CHINESE AMENDMENT KILL. 

-. s 1 informed your readers by telegraph 
the other day the details of the Chinese 
I ..migration amendment bill have beon 
communicated to me. The bill, I learn, 
will provide for the admission into Canada 
of ;\ Chinese wife of a British subject with- 
out payment of thu pep capita tax of §50. 
This will cover any case similar to the one 
which arose last your. With regard to 
thu certificates I believe it was tho original 
intention of the government to limit their 
operation to a period of three months, but 
on t ho strong roj iresont at ion of Mr. Shakes- 
peare tho minister of customs has, I un- 
derstand, docidod to abolish the certificates 
altogether. This will prevent fraud and 
means that a Chinese will have to pay his 
Lax of fifty dollar.! ovory time he enters 
Canada. 

BBLBOT STANDING COMMITTEES. 

The select standing committees for tho 
session have been appointed. Mr. Baker 
is on tho public accounts committee, 
banking and commerce and agriculture 
and colonization. Mr. Chiaholni is on 
miscellaneous, private bills and agricul- 
ture and colonization; Mr. Eleid is on 
miscellaneous, private bills and banking 
and commerce; Mr, Gordon is on rail- 
ways, canals and telegraph linos and 
standing orders; Mr. Mara appears on 
miscellaneous, private bills, banking and 
commerce and agricultural and coloniza- 
tion; and Mr. Shakespeare on railways, 
canals and telegraph lines and public ac- 
counts. 

HANK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
The list of shareholders of the charter- 
ed banks of the Dominion has been laid 
on the table of the Houso. Mr. H. 
Hughes, general manager of the Hank of 
British Columbia, furnished the full list 
of the shareholders of that institution. 
Two classes of shares, it will be rememb- 
ered, are in existence, 12, 500 at £20 and 
9,600 at £10. Tho total number of 
shares is given as 728. Among the princi- 
pal ones holding stock are K. K, Kars- 
lako, of London, who has subscribed to 
tho amount of ,L'14,n.S0; Rev. Edward 
Lord, Brighton, £7,000; Jaa. Pilkington, 
Bedale, £7,900; 0. IS. Skinner, London, 
£14,340; Sir D. Stewart, Murtly, 66,800; 
W. 1ST. Higgle, Honly on Thames, £12,000; 
Goo. Elder, Greenock, £6,000; W. J. 
Cookson, Worksop, £6,000; Chas. Butler, 
London, £14,760; J. YV. N. Bontley, 
£10,860. 

CLOTH FOR PENITENTIARIES. 

In order to ascertain whether tho cloth 
supplied to the British Columbia peniten- 
tiary is by contract or not Mr. Baker made 
his question a general one, thereby elicit- 
ing tho information ho required. The 
minister of justice replied to him that 
cloth and flannel is not furnished by con- 
tract to the British Columbia penitentiary. 
The white flannel was furnished by Lama- 
lice Bros., tho St. Vincent do Paul peni- 
tentiary contractors, at 63 cents per yard. 
No brown or yellow cloth was furnished 
this fiscal year to the penitentiary. In 
1885-86 this cloth was supplied by the St. 
Vincent do Paul penitentiary at 7'U cents 
per yard. It, was furnished by that peni- 
tentiary owing to the fact that the cloth 
was wanted in a hurry and before it could 
lie supplied by Lauialice Bros. Incident- 
ally, while on this matter I may say it is 
currently reported that the minister of 
justice will visit British Columbia this 
summer to enquire into penitentiary mat- 
ters thoro. 

THE NATIONAL PARK. 

Tho Dominion government is evidently 
going to push tho Banff national park 
scheme for all it is worth. Mr. White has 
introduced a bill into the commons fixing 
tho boundaries and giving power to tho 
government to make police regulations. 
Already there is reported to bo an exten- 
sive rush of invalids to tho Banff hot 
Bluings, and tho coming summer will 
doubtless witness a great boom in town 
lots there. Miss Mocdonald, tho invalid 
daughter of the premier, will spend several 
weeks at the springs, and it is also report 
ed that Sir John and Lady Macdonald 
will pass their summer vacation thoro, as 
the premier's house at Riviere du Loup, 
on tho Gulf, is advertised to he let. In 
this case Sir John may probably pay an- 
other visit to British Columbia, and there 
is no doubt, that in tho event of a rush to 
Bu.nU' yp.ur province, from its close 
proximity, will also bo materially bene- 
fited.

Your correspondent lias been endeavor- 
ing for a week pas! to got sight of Col. 
O'Brien's report, on (he fortifications of 
British Columbia. His visit to the Pacilio 
coast, last fall will doubtless lie within the 
recollection of your reader.;. When the 
report was prepared I am told il would go 
to Lord Alexander Russell, commanding 
Her Majesty's forces at Halifax. By hint 
it would be transmitted to the imperial 
war office, a copy would then go to the 
colonial office, the colonial otlice would 
send it to the governor-general, his 
excellency would forward it to the privy 
council office, and there it must have 
stuck, as the militia department has not 
scon anything of it. This is red-tapoism 
with a vengeance. However, we shall 
have light on the subject on Monday, as 
Mr. Shakespeare has promised to enquire 
in tho house as to the whereabouts of tho 
report. 

THE HOMK RULE DEBATE. 

Tho piece de resistance of tho week has 
been the coercion bill debate. Some ex- 
cellent speeches have been made, the bulk 
of them being in favor of Mr. Curran's 
resolutions. Mr. McNeill moved an 
amendment protesting against the house 
expressing an opinion on a subject tho 
full particulars regarding which wero only 
in the hands of the imperial authorities. 
His speech was a calm and deliberate one, 
admirably delivered, and lias done a great 
deal to enhance Mr. .McNeill's reputation 
in the houso. Among those who supported 
him at subsequent stages were the lire- 
eating colonel from Muskoka, O'Brien, 
and Clarke W-dlace, the farmer member 
from York. Mr. Blake delivered an elo- 
quent speech in favor of home rule, but 
suggested a modification of the word 
"protest" in the original resolution, ad- 
vising the houso to "request" the govern- 
ment not to pass the bill. The sensation 
of the debate was the speech delivered 
yesterday by Dalton McCarthy. Tho sub-' 
stance of it is embodied in the following 
amendment which ho moved at the close: 
"This house, while justly jealous of any 
Interference in tho local affairs of Canada 
within the jurisdiction of this parliament 
or of the legislative assemblies of the sev- 
eral provinces of the Dominion, either by 
the Imperial parliament or other legisla- 
tive body of the British empire, cannot 
without inviting such interference fail to 
recognize it as within the exclusive right 
of tho Imperial parliament to legislate 
ispeoting matters solely appertaining to 
the domestic affairs of tho United King- 
dom; than which none can bo more abso- 
lutely of local concern than the due and 
proper administration of the law within 
the bounds of Great Britain and Ireland. 
That, therefore, it is inexpedient and un- 
wise for this houso to express any opinion 
or in anywise interfere with the Imperial 
parliament as to the course to bo adopted 
by it respecting the bill now before the 
house of commons for the amendment of 
the criminal law and procedure (Ireland)." 

If was by long odds tho finest speech 
the great Ontario lawyer has delivered in 
parliament. Every member listened 
spellbound to his eloquent pleading for 
non interference, and one could have 
hoard a pin drop, so silent and intent was 
everybody to let nothing escape them. 
My own conviction is that if the vote had 
been taken right away McCarthy's amend- 
ment would have carried. But tho de- 
bhto is to be resumed on Monday and it 
is pretty generally conceded that Curran 
will win tho day, as the French members 
will support him to a man. Nana n rnios.

GOLD DISCOVERY AT KAMLOOPS. 

Leading Citizens Staking OutCIalms with Lan- 
terns— I'll! Hexes, Yard Sticks, SledRe Ham- 
mers and Slates Thrown Aside.

Kamloops last Friday evening and Sat- 
turday morning was the scene of great 
oxcitement in certain 6o»i ton circles. The 
groat gold craze had struck some of our 
citizens a hundred pounds' blow, and vis- 
ions of wealth and affluence crowded into 
their brain at such a velocity as to make 
them dizzy. No longer could the hereto- 
fore contented stationer calmly wait be- 
hind the counter for customers and hand 
out a dictionary of the Chinook language 
for two bits. Pills and line combs became 
a drug on tho market, horse-shoeing in all 
its branches was at a discount, while 
clerks threw down their yardsticks and 
declined to sell any more paint-tho-town- 
red ribbon to the dusky beauties.

Your correspondent seeing 
somo of our leading citizens plodding 
wearily up the hill with dust pans and a 
sprinkling can, followed up and soon dis- 
covered that work had already been com- 
menced and the boys were hard at work 
washing out their pan of dirt.

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THE BICE-ELECTIONS. 

The official count has not boon received 
from Kaniloops, but it is generally con- 
ceded the chief commissioner has been re- 
turned by at least four to ono. This was 
a foregone conclusion, not only front the 
fact that Mr. Roadley was not a strong 
opposition, but also that it would have 
lioen an act of folly on the part of tlio 
sensible electors of Yalo to have given 
other than a strong support to the govern- 
ment.

Reports received from the district 
arc to the effect that Mr. Sutton's canvass 
is meeting with Uatterhig buocobs, and 
there is every evidence that he will be 
elected by a handsome majority. Mr. 
Evans is honest in his principles, having 
come out as a straight oppositionist. It 
would bo an act of unwisdom on the part 
of the flourishing district of Cowichan to 
return other than an avowed supporter of 
the government. It is to a great extent 
due to the efforts of the late premier that 
the district has made such strides towards 
prosperity, and were it for no other 
consideration than that of gratitude, 
it should again record its vote 
in favor of tho policy inaugurated by 
him and so ably carried to a successful 
issue. The third candidate, Mr. Fry, 
claims to be a supporter of the govern- 
ment. This is on the face of it inconsist- 
ent. It has been publicly stated through 
the press that Mr. Fry is not tho govern- 
ment's choice, and that they do not re- 
cognize 'in 1 1 1 in a friend. Ho evidently 
occupies a similar position to that hold by 
a couple of candidates at tho late federal 
elections, who endeavored to Bocure vic- 
tory on the profession of being conserva- 
tives and yet were known to bo grits, and 
claimed by the latter. If Mr. Fry was in 
accord with tho government, why in tho 
name of common sense does ho oppose 
their wishes and, by running in tho com- 
ing election, jeopardize the return of a 
supporter of the Davie administration I 
If the electors of Cowichan desire to ex- 
press their confidence in the present and 
also record their approval of tho lato 
government, they can only do so by re- 
turning Mr. .Sutton as their representa- 
tive, and we feel certain that this will bo 
found to be the case when the ballots 
have boon counted. 



forces of the Balkan States so that Russia 
can tako tho offensive in Galicia securely 
iB, to say tho least, an arbitrary proceed- 
ing. Moreover, if an empire like Austria 
can bo literally dragooned into submission 
by a foray of cavalry on a vast scalo, it 
will certainly bo very interesting; but wo 
think the Fortnightly Retnetcer will find it 
difficult to got ono military authority 
ten to admit its possibility; Again, 
this kind of raiding is to decide, why 
dwell on tho weakness of I ho Galiciitn 
fortresses ? For the weakest fortress ever 
built can hardly be taken by a cavalry 
charge, and the strongest cannot prevent 
cavalry passing it. Vet, again, the writer 
Booms to have forgotten that Germany 
has boon for years preparing to meet 
Franco and Russia at once, and that 
her defensive moans on both sides are 
bo strong that sho could span; 
if tho worst came to tho worst, 
a considerable force to prevent Russian 
invusion turning her Austrian fl 
this way. Once more, tho part and tho 
objocts assignod to Italy seem to be mis- 
taken. There is unredeemed or mort- 
gaged Italian territory to tho west as woll 
as to tho oast, and in such a campaign of 
Armageddon as seems to bo horo imagined 
France would hardly be loft to oxert her 
full force against Germany. And, lastly, 
if tho Fortnightly Reviewer is so certain 
that there aro no great American generals 
(it iB twenty years since there was any 
possibility of knowing), is ho equally cer- 
tain that there are any great Russian gen- 
erals / It is considerably loss than twenty 
years since there was some opportunity of 
knowing this. Who is tho Skobeloff who 
is going to steeplechase from tho Vistula 
to the Danube I These considerations 
seem to bo worth weighing, and when they 
aro weighed, wo shall bo surprised if most 
competent judges do not come to tho con- 
clusion that tho Reviewer's conclusions as 
to the bad chances of Austria in a tussle 
are, to Bay tho least, Not Proven. 
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Scunaebels is a native of Elsass. lie 
began his career as a teacher, but entered 
the French civil service about LStiO, and 
was successively commissary at Nouf 
Brinach, Sarreguhnes, Mayenne and 
Thionvillo. While at the last named 
place ho was captured by tho Hermans. 
Ho was called upon to remove within three 
days under tho penalty of being incarcer- 
ated in the fortress. At, the conclusion of 
peace ho was aunt to Bolligrado, on the 
Swiss frontier, whore he effected tho arrest 
of several members of the commune. His 
knowledge of Germany is thorough. His 
acqunintunce with the now frontier caused 
him to be sent to Pagny-sur-Mosello, 
where he has boon commissary special 
since LS7li. For t he coolness ho displayed 
in tho unfortunate affairs with the French 
general when returning from captivity he 
was rewarded with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor. He is on the eve of retiring 
from the service with a pension, h is his 
duty to report to tho French government 
on tho state of tho fooling among tho 
frontier population, and probably he has 
given offense to the German authorities. 



POWER OF AUSTRIA. 

The ikdwday Review says; The ques- 
tion of the power Of Austria to resist Rus- 
sia has been taken up again by the author 
of tho interesting but unequal articles on 
foreign politics in the Fortnightly Reviciu. 
His last contribution is to a great extont 
u reply, but it is also a continuation of his 
demonstration of the weakness of Austria. 
Politically, there is no doubt that ho is U 
» groat extent right, Tho enfeebling ef 
feet of divided nationalities with separate 
parliamentary institutions is uudoubted 
and tho experience of the Austro-Hungar- 
ian realm is one of the strongest possible 
arguments against Mr. Gladstone s plan 
of cutting up great Britain and arranging 
the fragments in a condition of permanent 
hostility to each other. But this has very 
little to do with tho military part of tlio 
question; for tho Fortnightly writer him 
self does not assume that any of tho Em- 
peror Francis Joseph's subjects who aro 
worth playing in tho war-game, oxcept tho 
Croats, would positively dosort or bo 
bullions, lie bases his arguments on tho 
statistical inferiority of tho Austrian army 
in men and arms, ovon if aided by 
Germany, to Russia, on the oxposed 
and undefended state of tho Galician 
frontier; on the impossibility of Germany, 
which would in the case supposed bo con- 
fronted by France, giving Austria any as- 
sistance; and on tlio fact that, though Italy 
could save Vienna, it would bo at tho price 
of tho Trentino and of an intolerable 
wound to Austrian pride, Ho has loarnt 
from his military authorities that a vast 
forco of Russian cavalry, or at least dra 
goons, is ready to descend on Galicia; that. 
Cracow and othtr strong places are insuf- 
ficiently fortified; and, above all, that 
Austrian forces on paper are vastly infer- 
ior to Russian; while no one puts tho 
Austrian soldiery man for man above the 
Russian, and Austria has no great generals. 
Now this is a formidable struoturoof argu- 
ment; but, unluckily, it is based upon ono 
large assumption, and every story as it 
rises has moro or less of the samo danger- 
ous material in its construction. Tho main 
contention of tho other side is that all his- 
tory and all probability negative the taking 
of an enormous paper strength of Russia 
as a real strength. There is nothing to 
prove its existence but the allegations of 
tho most admittedly corrupt and inefficient 
bureaucracy in the world, and all experi- 
ence, including tho recent, shows that, 
even if It existed, hut a small part of it 
could bo rapidly and oll'octually got to 
work.

NICOLA NOTES. 

Death of Rer. Mr. Cuyleraml Mr. John Charters 
--Seeding Finished- Freight .Movements. 

'Correspondence o/"The Colonist.) 
Not often in tho history of Nicola has 
such universal sorrow been experienced as 
at tho present time, the cause being the 
death of Row Mr. Cuyler and Mr. John 
Charters. 

Rev. Mr. Cuyler had been but a short 
time resident in Nicola, but. during that 
time had made many friends. Ho was 
Methodist Indian missionary at Bella Holla 
on tho north coast, and his health failing 
ho camo to Nicola last fall to see if the 
change would benefit his health. But 
alas ! ho was the victim of that dread dis- 
ease, consumption, and even the excellent 
climate of Nicola could work no perma- 
nent relief. Being at last convinced that 
a euro was impossible lie prepared to '40 
homo to Ontario, and had traveled ono 
day, but being prevented from traveling 
next day on account of the inclement 
weather, he wont out with his wife for a 
walk, and 011 returning had nearly reached 
the house when he tottered and was car- 
ried into the house and laid upon the sola 
when ho almost immediately expired. Mr 
leaves a wife and two children to mourn 
his immediate loss. Brother Cuyler was 
cut down in his prime, being only about 
28 years of age. His remains wore laid 
in tho cemetery at Nicola Lake, there to 
await the resurrection morn. The Rev. 
J. P. Bowell officiated and preached a 
very impressive sermon from Revelations 
14-13. 

Mr. John Charters was an old resident 
of Nicola. His wife died about live years 
ago, leaving him two daughters, these are 
now orphans of live and six years respec- 
tively, mourning the unexpected death of 
their father. Mr. Charters was a brother 
to Robert Charters Esq., farmer and stock 
raiser of Nicola. Ho was a native of 
Liverpool, England, and followed tin- oc- 
cupation of farmer and stock raiser; his 
death was quite unexpected by his re- 
latives. His remains were laid in the 
cemetery at Nicola Lake beside those of 
his wife, tho Rev. Mr. Irwin (Episcopal) 
officiating. 

The fanners are nearly through seeding; 
tho weather is favorable and some of the 
spring crops are already looking lino; tho 
prospects are that the crops will bo heavy 
in Nicola this year. 

Two four-horsu teams aro running be- 
tween Spences' Bridge and Nicola Lake, 
they being employed in hauling merchan- 
dise in and taking hides out.

California Freight for the Eastern States. 

A lively movement of wool imd EUlgiil' 
eastward from this city ovor the Qiiiiafltttu 
Pacific is reported. Tlio exact amount of 
the sugar tonnage ordered to St, Paul and 
Missouri river points is not yot known, 
but will probably bo disclosed in a few 
days. Tlie Walla Walla nailed yesterday 
for Moody witb a miscellaneous cargo, 
including a large shipment of wool. The 
next steamer to sail on the route will 
loavo on Friday. 1 1 is believed that it 
will take a larger cargo than any yot 
shipped. Why the low sugar rate was 
made to St. Paul and Missouri river points 
and no rale made to Chicago or New Vul'k 
is not understood by many people, bill h 
is sttllieient to say in explanation that 
there is hardly any market at present for 
tho California roi'morioi east of tho Mis- 
sissippi river. The .pieation arises, What 
proportion of tho (iO-cent rate on sugar 
goes to tho Pacific, Coast Steamship coin 
pany and the St. Paul & Manitoba rail 
way company f It iax^it easy to ascertain 
tho exact rate of division, but it is gener- 
ally boliovcd that tho two connecting lines 
of the Canadian Pacific receives 15 cents a 
hundred each, leaving 30 cents for that 
road. If thiB is true, and thoro is no 
reason for doubting that the estimate is a 
close one, the Canadian Pacilic is Hauling 
sugar at 3 mills a ton a mile, which leaves 
no groat margin of profit ovor operating 
oxpensos. It is tho lowest rate over made 
on tho line, but is not lower than some of 
the rates made by the Southern Pacilic 
company in competition with tho Pacific 
Mail on Now York business. — tf. F. Chron- 
icle. 

THE SEIZED SEALER.

New York, April 24.— The Herald's

NO. 142. 



A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Interpretation of the Municipal 
By-Laws of the City of Victoria, and the 
Enforcing of the Same by Fine or Im- 
prisonment. 

(Passed 13th April, 1887,1 

Bk It ENAOTED by Uio Council of tho Corpor- 
ation of tho City of Victoria as follows : 

SHORT TITLE. 

1. This By-law may bo cited as the " Interpre- 
tation By-Law," 

AlU'LICATION. 

2. This by-law, and. every provision thereof, 
shall extend and apply to every by law of tho 
said corporation now in forco or hereafter 
passed, except ho far aa the provision is incon- 
sistent with tlie intent and object of such bylaw, 
or tho interpretation which such provision 
would Rive U) any word, expression or clause is 
inconsistent with the context, and except so far 
as uny provision hereof is in any such by-law de- 
clared notapplicable thereto: and tlioomission in 
any by law of a declaration flint tho "Interpret- 
ation Hy-law" applies thereto shall not be con- 
strued to prevent ita so applying, although such 
express declaration is inserted iu some othoi by- 
law. 

COMMENOBMK.NT OK BY-LAWS. 

3. The clerk of the municipal council shall en- 
dorse on every by-law of the oily, immediately 
after flu; title of such by-law, the day, month 
and year when the same passed; and such en- 
dorsement shall bo tjiken to bo a part of such 
by law, and the date of such passage siiall fie 
the date of the commencement of tho by-law 
no Inter commencement is Uioroin provided. 

l.NTEUl'UKTATIO.N. 

it In this and every by-law of tho corporation 
of the city of Victoria, unless the context other- 
wise requires: 

la) Reference is made only to the city of Vic- 
toria aforesaid, and tlie municipal institutions 
and officers thereof, and acts done within tlie 
limits thereof; 

(6) Whenoverany inattoror thingls oxpressod 
in the present tense, tho same shall be applied 
to the circmnstaneeH as they arise: 

(o) Words importing the singular tpttpbor or 
tlie masenline Render only, include more per- 
sons, parties or tilings of the' same kind than 
one. and females aa well as males, and tho con- 
verse: 

id) The expression "hereby," "heroin," or 
"hereof" relates to tho whole by-law; 

(e) Tho expression "month" moans a calendar 
month: 

(/) The expression "now," "next," "hereto- 
fore," or "hereafter" refers to the time when the 
by-iaw was passed; 

It/) The expression "person" includes anybody, 
corporate or politic, and the heirs, executors, 
administrators, or ot her legal representatives of 
BUCh person, to whom tho context can apply 
according to law; 

tA) The expression "street' moans a place to 
which the public have a right of access; 

(fl If the time limited for the doing of any- 
thing expires or falls Upon Sunday or a stat u- 
tory holiday, the time ho limited shall ho ex- 
tended lo the day next following which is not 
Sunday or a statutory holiday; 

(j) When any act or thing Ih required to ho 
done by more than two persons a majority of 
tllOtll may do It; 

(/t) Whenever forms are prescribed, slight 
deviations therefrom, not affecting the sub- 
stance or calculated to mislead, shall not vitiate 
thorn; 

(fl Whenever power Is given to do, or to en- 
force tho doing of, any act or thing, all such 
power shall be understood to ho also given as 
are necessary to do or enforce (he doing (if such 
act or thing. 

6, Tho repeal of any by-law or part of a by-law 
shall mil. rOytvo' any by-law or part of a by-law 
thereby repealed, qr prevent the effect of any 
saving clause therein; nor shall such repeal 
affect any act done, right, aoqulrod or penalty 
Incurred before the repeal takes effect. 

(i. Whenever any by-law is ropoalod, wholly 
or in part, and other provisions are subslif ufoil, 
such substituted provisions Hhall not he con- 
strued as a new by-law but as a continuation of 
the repealed provisions subject to the amend- 
ments and new provisions thereby miulo|and in- 
corporated with them. 

penalties. 

7. Kvory person convicted of an infraction of 
any provision °t 11 by-law which prescribes no 
penally for such infract ion shall forfeit and nay 
a penalty not, exceeding fifty dollars. 

H. Every penally for the infraction of a by- 
law may bo imposed and enforced, with or wit. fl- 
out costs, upon summary conviction before tho 
police magistrate or any two justices of tho 
peace holding the city police court,, In like man- 
ner as a penalt y for an pffpncg or act over which 
the parliament of Canada 'Itaa jurisdiction. 

D. Whenever a pecuniary penalty Ih lmposod 
for any Infraction of a bylaw. If such penalty 
and costs if ordered, be not paid olllier immedi- 
ately or within such period os the convicting 
magistrate or justices may appoint, the same 
may ho levied by distress and salo of tho goods 
and chattels of the offender, or such offender, 
cit her without a warrant or dist ress being issued 
or after the return of a warrant, of distress up- 
satisfied, may be Imprisoned, with or without 
hard labor, for any term not, exceeding throe 
months, unlCBa such penalty, and costs If Order- 
oil. mid tho costs of distress, If any, bo sooner 
paid. apl23.

THE STABBING CASE. 

Prisoner Bemanded for Bight nays-Boy Un- 
able to Appear to Testify. 

Ah Sam, who was arrested on suspicion 
Saturday night and charged with inflicting 
grievous bodily harm to Henry McDonald, 
was brought up yesterday moniing bofore 
Mr. Johnson. Mr. Taylor, of Eborta & 
Taylor appeared for the dofonao. 

Oflicor Haw ton, sworn, said — On Satur- 
day evening 1 was told to go to tho Iioubo 
of Homy McDonald. I wont and saw tho 
boy; saw that ho was woundod." From 
information I recoivod I wont outside and 
found tho prisonor hanging around in a 
suspicious manner. Took him in chargo 
and showed him to tho boy; he said, 
"That is tho man." 

Mr. Taylor — Your honor, I must objoot 
to that boing takon down as evidence. 

Tho court — I will note your objection, 
Mr. Taylor. 

Witnoss, resuming — Took prisonor to 
tho station and locked him up. 

To Mr. Taylor — The cutting took place 
on Pandora street, near Blue Ribbon hall, 
on Saturday night a fow minutes before 10 
o'clock. I searched tho prisoner at the 
station; tho boy had been bloeding badly. 
Thoro wore no weapons on tho man; look- 
ed at tho wounds; thoy soomod to have 
been inflictod with some sharp instrument; 
saw no blood on tho Chinaman. 

To tho court — Tho boy was lying in bed 
whon I saw him, undressed. Tho wound 
was in tho back; no medical man was in 
attendance whon I was there; no one was 
thoro; Van Horst went to tho house with 
me; It was after 1 loft tho house tho sec- 
ond timo that 1 arrostod tho Chinaman. 

Chandior Atkinson, sworn, deposed — 
I am liftoon years of ago, work in a cigar 
factory; was witli McDonald on Pandora 
street on Saturday night; four of us hoys 
started to go to Blue Ribbon hall; I want- 
ed the boys to go in but thoy would not, 
so wo wont down to Lilly's candy store 
and met two other boys; thoy were on 
thoir way to tho hall; McDonald and T loft 
tho two boysjand wont up with them; they 
wont in and wo stood outsido. 1 asked 
McDonald to go down town and w« start- 
ed off laughing and talking; saw a China- 
man coming towards us; we were pushing 
each other and knocked against the man; 
ho turned and struck at McDonald. I 
had my hand on his back. McDonald fell 
in a sitting position; I thought ho was 
only fooling, but on looking at my hand 
saw that my finger was bleeding. I tried 
to lift, him up but he said I hurt him; he 
thought his leg was broken. Two men 
came along and wo asked thorn to help 
him into the house. They thought ho was 
fooling too, and wore going away. Ho 
was crying when they started to go and 
said "For God's sake, take mo into tho 
houso." Thoy took him in thou, and un- 
dressing him found blood on his back; one 
directed tho other to go for a doctor and 
tho chief of polico; did not see the China- 
man's faco; ho stabbed so quickly that I 
did not realize it; it was dark and 1 could 
not see tho man's faco, but know that ho 
was a Chinaman. 

To Mr. Taylor —McDonald was next to 
the Chinaman whon wo mot him; 1 had 
my hand around his back; considerable 
blood came from my linger; tho boy was 
stabhod between tho shoulder blades. 

To the court— My little linger was cut; 
all this occurred about thirty yards from 
McDonald's cabin on Pandora street; wsb 
about 9:30 o'clock. 

To Mr. Taylor — I think thoro was a 
light shining in front of Blue Ribbon 
hall; do not know where the Chinaman 
went to; ho must havo quickened his 
pace. 

Frank Van Ilorst, sworn, testified to 
finding thu boy lying on tho sidewalk near 
Bluo Ribbon hall, and also to taking him 
into tho houso. Whon Hawton brought 
tho Chinaman to tho boy ho said, "That 
is the man that 1 jostled against; ho looks 
just like tho man who struck mo." 

Tho coat and vest were hero produced 
in court and Mr. Van Hoist identified 
them as thoso tho boy woro when ho pick- 
ed him up. Tho cloth was cut apparently 
with some sharp instrument. 

To Mr. Taylor— There aro two little 
rooms in tho cabin whore McDonald lives; 
wo took him to tho innor room; ho was 
suffering a great deal and lying on his 
stomach when FJawton brought the China- 
man in, and ho turned his head throe 
times and said, "Ho just looks like him; 
oh! 1 am suro that it is ho; he is tho same 
iise and has tho smiie clothes;" tho China- 
man \vnn standing in the doorway with the 
light of the caudle full upon him. 

Tho case was adjourned for eight days, 
the prisonor being admitted to bail, hirn^ 
self in $250 and two sureties of $250 each.
